WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Federal pros- 
ecutions will be instituted against the pro- 
prietors and other officers of the J. J. 

J. Arno’d turf investment 
companies, if an investigation, just set on 
foot by the postmaster-general, reveals the 
necessary evidence. : 

The fact that these and other concerns 
Suspected of fraudulent use of the mails 
are able to carry on their business by the 
distribution of cleverly worded literature, 
which enabled them to evade the postal 
jaws, has led to a request by the attorney- 
general on Congress to enact such laws as 
will prohibit bookmaking schemes and 
guessing contests that may not now under 
the statues be construed as lotteries. 

The bill covering such games of chance 
has been forwarded \to Senator Jones of 
Arkansas, by George C. A. Christencey, 
‘who directs the work of the assistant at- 
torney-general's office. 

Mr. Christencey stated to the Post-Dis- 
patch that ihe original investigation of

They were celebrating the occasion, and 
‘went to the saloon. where they asked for 
a drink. Siaith offered them water. 

Butler spurned it and thréw it on the 
floor. Then he threw the penny-in-the- 
siot peanut machine on the floor, smashing 
it. 

Smith took a revolver and fired one shot, 
the bullet taking effect in the temple, But- 


ler dying immediately. 


Smith Arrested, 

Body to Morgue. 

Smith is a relative of Mrs. Meyers, the 
wife of the proprietor of the saloon, and 
was not well known, as the saloon re- 
cently changed hands. He lived with the 
family over the saloon. 

Butler was 22 years oki, and recently had 
been boarding at 3112 Lucky street. He 
was at home a half hour Wednesday morn- 
ing to eat breakfast, after being up all 
night. 

Smith was arrested by Policemen Craigh- 
ton and Horton, and taken to the Dayton 
Street Police Station. 

Butler was barely alive when the ambu- 
lance reached the scene of the shooting, 
and died before reaching the dispensary. 
His body was taken to the morgue. 

At the police station Smith told the Post- 
Dispatch ‘hat’ he was 18 years old, an or- 
phan, and a son of George W. Smith, a 
former fireman. He is a young man of good 
appearance. Concerning the shooting he 
said: 

‘“T had trouble with Butler two months 
ago over his attempt to take my overcoat, 
and I made him give it up. 

‘‘Wednesday morning when he came into 
the saloon he asked for drinks and for 
credit. I offered him water, and reasoned 
with him that I could not give away my 
employer's merchandise, nor could I give 
him credit. 

Threw Peanut 

Machine at Him. 

“He threw the water away, and then 
threw the peanut machine at me and 
when I got the revolver, he started for the 
door, and I thought-he was gone. 

“Instead he went toward the lunch coun- 
ter to get some heavy articles on the coun- 
ter to throw at me. 

‘Tl thought 1 was in danger, and fired the 
shot. The revolver was a 32-caliber one. 
Rutler staggered to the door, and I did 
not see any more of him. 

“Thomas Lee and another companion of 
Butier’s were in the saloon, and the iceman 
was there.”’

Judge Grosscup, of Chicago, 
Enjoins the “Beef Trust”’ 
Operations. 


COMBINATION IN RESTRAINT 
OF TRADE HE DECLARES 


Agreement Not to Bid Against Each 
Other for Cattle, Fix Prices and 
Restrict Shipments Held to 
Be Unlawful. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—The demurrer .of the 
packers in the so-called “beef trust’’ case, 
was overruled by Judge Grosscup in the 
United States Circuit Court today, and a 
motion granted for a temporary injunction. 

“There can be no doubt,” sald Judge 
Grosscup, ‘‘that the agreement of the de- 
fendants to refrain from bidding against 
each other in the purchase of cattle, is 
combination in restraint of trade} so also 
their agreement to bid up prices to stimu- 
late shipments, intending to cease from 
bidding when the shtpments arrived. 

‘The same result follows when we turn 
to the combination of defendants to fix 
prices upon und restrict the quantities of 
meat shipped to their agents or their cus- 
tomers. 

‘Such agreements can be nothing less 
than resf ‘ction upon competition, and, 
therefore, ~& combination in restraint of 
trade: and, thus viewed, the petition, as an 
entirety, makes out a case under the Sher- 
man act. 

“It may be true that the way of enforc- 
ing any decree under this petition is beset 
with difficulties and that a literal enforce- 
ment may result in vexatious interference 
with defendemts’ affairs. But, in the in- 
quiry before me, I am not at liberty to stop 
before stich considerations. 

“The Sherman act, as interpreted by the 
supreme court, is the law of the land and to 
the law as it stands. both court and people 
must yield obedience. 

“The demurrer is overruled and the mo- 
tion for preliminary injunction granted.’”’ 

The packers did not announce what their 
next step would be. They have 20 days 
within which to make up their minds. If 
they dispute the facts upon which Judge 
Grosscup based his decision, the matter wil! 
go before a master-in-chancery, and be 
argued again before Judge Grosscup. 

he packers, however, may decide to take 
an appeal in order to hasten the final 
adjudication of the case. It is not thought 
likely that they will let the matter go by 
default and thus make the injunction per- 
manent.

PERPETUAL LICENSE MEASURB 


St. Louis Retail Liquor Dealer Ex- 
plains the Purpose of the 
Bill. 


Rey. Father J. T. Coffey, William H. 
O’Brien and others went to Jefferson City 
Wednesday morning to make a _ fight 
against Senator Dave Nelson's bill to au- 
ae the perpetual saloon license peti- 


The bill passed the Senate a few days 
ago and will come up shortly in the House. 
It is opposed by Father Coffey and lead- 
ing Knights of Father Mathew because, 
in their opinion, it will tend to make the 
retention of saloon licenses possible in the 
face of charges against the saloon man. 

Father Coffey,” said an Olive street sa- 
loon keeper to the Post-Di tch, “has a 
mistaken idea of what this bill calls for. 
The bill is ne sense a ‘perpetual license 
measure,’ as it has been called by some 
persons. It is merely a measure to make 
perpetual the petition from property owners 
necessary to procure a license, so that the 
saloon men will be relieved of the trouble 
and expense of going every year to the 
property owners in the block and getting 
their signatures. 

“Under the provisions of this measure, 
if passed, a saloon man will have to renew 
his license twice a year, just as at present, 
but the original petition, containing a ma- 
jority of the signatures of the roperty 
owners on his block,\ will stand for suc- 
cessive renewals. 

“Under the present system many of the 
saloon men are held up by property own- 
ers in order to e signatures. Suppose, 
for instance, that a man needs the name 
of just one more property owner on nis 
petition to make up the majority. He goes 
to a property owner and asks for his sig- 
nature. ‘I'll sign your petition if you'll 
pay my taxes,’ says the man. ‘All right,’ 
says the saloon keeper, and he sometimes 
finds that he has to pay $200 or more in 
taxes for the property owner. That has 
eceurred frequentivy in St. Louls. 

“As it is now, there are saloon men in 
St. Louis who dare not present bar bills 


to certain property owners on their blocks | 


for fear that these men will refuse to sign 
the petition for a license the next time it 
is presented. 

“Furthermore, the present system of an- 

popene entails. an expense apon the 
saloon tr for which there’ seems no 
warrant. @ are required to swear to the 
petition each year and pay the excise com- 
missioner’s office a fee of $3 for swearing 
each time. This is in addition to the fee 
srrovided for by law for the issuance of a 
icense. 

“Should this bill pass and our petitions 
be declared perpetual tomorrow, our sa- 
loons could be closed the next day by Ex- 
cise Commissioner Seibert and our licenses 
revoked, just the same as at present, for 
carr cause. That is all there is to the

W. H. Atkinson, the first husband, was a 
man of unusually fine physique, ty were 
married in 1877, when the woman, nee Ash- 
craft, of Memphis, was 23 years of age

\fter enjoying good health throughout a! 
he years and attaining a weight in the 
ighborhood of 250 pounds, Mr. 
was in 389 stricken with an insidious dis- 
ase, which caused a rapid emac ation, and 
nis death ensued. The cause of his death, 
tated by physicians, was acute gastritis. 

He left a fortune estimated at about $80,-

drawback. Friel is signed to a St. Louis 
American League contract. 

That would not have been a great ob- 
stacle in the days gone by, but it is now, 
when the club owners are guarding each 
other’s pocketbooks. Still, Mr. Cantillion 
promises to have Friel performing in the 
Milwaukee outfield. 

As a qualifying addenda to his procia- 
mation, he casually mentions that Frie! 
will be sure to be on hand unless St. Louis 
happens to want him.

December.
